TUB SECTIONAL 
QUESTION. 


Senator John Sbeiman delivered en 


address at Youogstown, Ohio, on Tnors- 
doy night in which he touched npou tbo 
revival ot the sectional question by the 
SOQtb. Among otber tbiDRS he said: 


Three months ago there was no dispo- 
sition on tbe part ot the republicans to 
revive tho war issues and stir op auimoa- 
ity between the north and the soutb, 
The r«oent celebration in tho south and 
gtoriflaation ot Jefferson Davis, with the 
speech made by Jftotcson at .Macon, have 
compelled the republicans to (ace issues 
that with their consent would never sgam 
hav* been brought to the surface. The 
bringing ot General Gordon into tbe 
Ohio oanvaii was a bad political mo vo on 
tbe part of tbe democratic mnnaKeniant. 


For years the democrats have been 


ohsrginB tho republican party with atir- 
*iDj; op sectional strife. And iwhen Mr. 
Sherman made his Springfield speocb 
last Epnnff, a speech -which was very con- 
servative but in which he Blinded-to the 
dominance ot the south in federal ap- 
pointmenta to important offices under 
the present adminishaeion, the demo- 
cratic and mugwump press charged him 
•with waving tte "bloody shirt" and 
breeding 
the

between the two sactiom o! the Union. 
But now when & derncctatio ciator, a 
trae lepteeentative ot Eooibern demo- 
cracy, says that "In that triumphal pro- 
cession Abraham Lincoln shell not move 
ta the rietttnl president, hot Jefferson 
Davn, the so-called traitor, the leader o;

TreHon. P. Jj. Spoonor, Sr, died at 


his home in Madisou on (Vedneadny at 
midnight. He had been in feeble hoaltn 
for some time of neuralgia oC • tbo heart. 
Mr, Spooner was one ot tbo iblest law- 
yers in thii state, but for some years did 
not engage extensively in the practice of 
the law. 


He \?as born in New Bedford, Maata.- 


ohusettf, in 1811. In 1829 his family set- 
tled at Minefield, Ohio. In 1S30 re lo- 
cated at Lawrenceburg, Indiana ucd 
commenced, the study ot law with tbe late 
Hon. Geo. H. Duan, who ivae one of 
the ablest lawyeru in tho state.

Spies, Fieiden nnd Schwab are tbo only 


oneK who have not written open letters to 
the Governor that tboy would nob accopt a 
commutation of thuUr sentences and that all 
efforts in that direction were without their 
sanction, The KigTmturCH oi! Tieldcn and 
Schwab were xecurecl during the morning by 
Captain Black and L. S. Oliver, who visited 
tho prisoners at tbe jail and bad a private 
conference with the men in tho lawyers' 
cnpro. All sorts of entreaties were adopted 
to get SpioR to sign tbo petition, hut bo 
resolutely refused to do so, as did also 
LinjiK1, Envoi, Fischer and Parsons. 


In the afternoon Dr. Ernest Schmidt, cx- 


Aldcrmau 
Stauber, H. Liunemeycr 
and 


Georpro H, Suhlllinjr reinforced Captain Black 
and Mr. Oliver, and m-fjod and plead with 
those who had not Kilned. 13 \vas plain 
that Spies had weakened somewhat since 
tho morning eoiuorence. He read tbo peti- 
tion over isoverul times, occasionally atop- 
plnjt to consider passages which did not 
suit him. Alter about an hour ho announced 
his willingness to sign, a pen was procured 
nnd with a ilourif.h his name was appended 
below thOBii of Helden and Sobwab, who 
had signed tbe petition earlier In tho day. 


Tbe visitors then turned their attention to 


the four men whoso letters rofnslnj; Execu- 
tive clemency have been printed. 
Georffa 


Schilling talked loujr and earnestly with 
Parsons, but seemed to make no impres- 
sion upon him. Lin££ absolutely iefuscd 
to consider tbe topic. He and Engel fre- 
quently 
conferred together, 
and occa- 


sionally smiled at their 
own stubborn- 


ness and tho entreaties of their friends. 
Fischer seemed to bo in doubt as to what 
ho should do. At D o'clock tho party left 
tbo jail. They refused to make public tho 
contents of tbe petition, but acknowledged 
there was more than one of thcm.:_Ifc ia 
understood thero were threo different pe- 
titions submitted, each differently worded. 
One was sliced by Spies, Flolden and 
Schwab, but nono of them suited tho other 
four men. 
The party promised to call 


apain to-day and renew their applications. 


Tbo object ot tbo visits of Messrs. Saltcr 


and Lloyd to see the Anarchists on Wednes- 
day was developed yesterday by tho circu- 
lation of three different petitions among 
prominent citizens asking tbe Governor to 
save tho Anarchists. Tho first of those pe- 
titions Includes the names of all tho scvca 
men, imd wns signed during tho day by 
Jud^'e Tuicy, JndjfO Booth, Alderman llan- 
lerro, Julius Kosenthal and many others. 
It reads as follows:

Tho last petition has only tbo names 
of FIclden and Schwab, who are singled out 
as most likely to be saved, oven though tho 
others aro not. It Is tbe Intention of tho 
circulators of these various petitions and 
also those coming from tho Amnesty Asso- 
ciation to go to Springdeld early next week,' 
possibly on llonday night. 


To an old army friend from San Antonio, 


Tex.,who visited him,Parsons said yesterday 
that ho should not ask Executive clemency, 
as bo believed that would be an admission 
ot guilt on bin part, and he insisted he had 
committed no crime. He believed tho exe- 
cution would talM place, he said, and had 
no fear.

CHICAGO, Nov. 4.—Tho police precautions 


to prevent an outbreat on the day of tho 
execution of tho Anarchists on tho North 
side are most elaborate, although every ef- 
fort has been made to keep them quiet and 
make us Httla showing on the surface as 
possible. Ever since tho decision of the D- 
llnols Supreme Court thero has been ft 
guard of twelve men, alternating In watches 
of four 
men 
ciffht 
hours 
each, 
pa- 


trolling the streets and alley surrounding tbo 
jail, ulslit nnd day. This outside guard has 
not been Increased ata'J, and Is deomedsuf- 
iicient at least for tho present. There aro now 
twenty-four officers in eight-hour watchoa 
doing duty at the Jail An hour after tho 
cntrj- of the inside guard into tho jail yard 
Wednesday the East Chicago avenue pa- 
trol wagon drove up to the alley entrance 
and two largo boxes containing guns and 
ammunition were carried insidu. Another 
wajon-load ot gnna and ammunition was 
similarly disposed c* at tbo water-works 
shortly afterwards, and at 10 o'clock a sec- 
ond wagon-load was taken to the jail. After 
roll-call at the station eight officers in uni- 
form marched east on Chicago avenno two 
abreast, and quietly entered the main build- 
In™ of tao water-works.

any organized demonstration of tiie Anar- 
chists out or' jail the threat often expressed 
of setting lire to the towa would bo tho first

termined from its general appearanco by a 
practiced eye. Tbo following quotations 
will illustrate tho first part of this state- 
ment.
